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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 12/8/05 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered.

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 

invention. Claims 1,4,15 and 16 recite ". recite "... second sound wave is inaudible 

and contains a low-frequency counter-noise signal Claims 4,15 and 16 also recite 

" means for producing a low-frequency counter-noise signal..". The specification 
discloses, on page 4, that unit 32 produces a low-frequency counter-noise signal from 
the signals AF (representing the ignition frequency of the engine) and A £ (residual 
noise). The specification fails to provide enablement as to how a low-frequency 
counter-signal is produced from AF (representing the ignition frequency of the engine) 
and A £ (residual noise). 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. The term "substantially " in claims 3 and 10 is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. Claims 3 
and 1 recite "..substantially equal to 100 kHz.." 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US 4,527,282 to Chaplin et al. discloses a method and apparatus for low frequency 
active attenuation. 

US 6,160,892 to Ver discloses an active muffler. 

US 5,432,857 to Geddes discloses a dual bandpass secondary source.
